We, as elected repre- 
sentatives of the people have no 
right to ask the people to do 
something we are not willing to 
do ourselves. We must tighten 
our belts, bite the economic 
bullet and do our part to slow 
this inflationary spiral that th- 
reatens our economic existence. 
To approve a pay increase for 
ourselves would be to say tothe 
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American people, “You make the 
sacrifices--we in the Congress 
will not.” 

Third, there is the matter of 
how the subject of pay raises 
was brought up. The current 
talk about a pay raise stems 
from the Commission on Exe- 
cutive, Legislative and Judicial 
Salaries’ latest recommenda- 
tions to the President The 
Commission was established by 
Congress in 1967 and,under pr- 
esent law makes a recommen- 
dation every four years 

The blue ribbon pane! of nine 
members appointed by the Pr- 
esident, Congress and the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court 
makes recommendations to the 
President which he is free to 
adjust up or down. The Con- 
gress has 30 days to reject the 
proposal by the President. But, 
if no action is taken to reject 
the plan, it becomes law imme- 
diately. 

I voted against the creation 
of this commission in 1967 be- 
cause I believed then and now, 
that Members of Congress sh- 
ould be willing to stand up and 
vote yes or no on the question 
of raising their own salaries 
A pay raise should not be slip- 
ped in the back door by such 
a commission. 

Finally, I think it is a good 
time for the Congress to re- 
flect back on the 41 percent in- 
crease in salary we received 
in 1969. 

In short, the question of a 
congressional pay raise is out 
of the question!

In Control Of Amateur Sports Competition 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


In a mis-guided effort to end 
jurisdictional disputes between 
two major amateur athletic 
associations in the United Sta- 
tes, bills have been introduced 
in both houses of Congress to 
create a new independent Fed- 
eral agency known as the U.S. 
Amateur Sports Board. These 
are bad bills. 

Expensive and expansive bu- 
reauciacy would have the power 
to dictate policies to all Amer- 
ican amateur athletes and or- 
ganized amateur sports compe- 
tition, including those in Ala- 
bama’s 667 junior and senior 
high schools and in our col- 
leges and universities. 

The Amateur Athletic Act of 
1973 would involve the Federal 
Government in domestic sports 
competition without any clear 
justification. It could restrain 
state high school associations 
and college athletic conferences 
from holding their traditional 
sports championship events 
without sanction from a federal- 
ly chartered United States Sp- 
orts Association. And it would 
establish the authority of Fed- 
eral bureaucracy in such sports 
matters as facilities, health, 
safety and equipment and set 
up a large federal amateur sp- 
orts control establishment in 
areas where there absolutely is 
no need for one. 

I subscribe to the full ad- 
vancement of amateur sports 
in our country and in sports 
events where American ath- 
letes compete against those 
from other countries. Friendly 


competition in which the abili- 
ties of one individual or of a 


team are pitted against another 
within accepted rules and reg- 
ulations helps establish a more 
friendly and peaceful attitude 
between peoples and between 
nations. 

Disagreements in amateur 
sports should be solved and can 
be solved by the amateur sports 
world itself. Established ath- 


letic groups have been organ- 
ized in the true American tra- 
dition of voluntary association 
and have, 


for more than 100 


years, gained for the United St- 
ates a top position in internat- 
ional sports competition. 
Creation of a Federal regu- 
latory bureaucracy to regiment 
amateur sports in our country 
is just one step away from con- 
trolling young boys and girls in 
their every-day playground and 
recreation field sports and com- 
petitions. This is an area wh- 
ere the Federal Government 
has no legitimate regulatory 
concern and you may be assured 
of my opposition to it.

Computer Set 
Up For V.A. 


A new Veterans Administra- 
tion computer program to speed 
checks to G,. I. Bill students 
is expected to become opera- 
tional next month. 

In announcing the new “one 
shot” service, VA administrator 
Donald E. Johnson explained 
that when VA receives separa- 
tion papers (DD214) from the 
military, computers will auto- 
matically generate a package 
of papers to veterans. These 
include a Certificate of Eligi- 
bility (COE) - required when ap- 
plying for any VA benefit - 
an application for education or 
training, and a form for schools 
to use to certify enrollment. 

Previously, each of these we- 
re a separate step for students 
or schools, 

The package also will tell 
veterans their remaining G. I. 
Bill eligibility time, about coun- 
selling and tutorial services, 
how to apply for educational 
assistance, and about courses 
that may be selected for train- 
ing. 

Johnson said that under this 
new concept, veterans cancom- 
plete the application and pre- 
sent it, along with the COE, 
to school officials at the time of 
registration. The school, in 
turn, will complete the enrol- 
ment portion and forward the 
entire package to VA for pro- 
cessing. 

New regulations also provide 
for payment in advance of actual 
beginning of classes.- Such pay- 
ment is not automatic but must 
be requested by the veteran. 
When requested, and when the 
application is received by the 
VA at least 15 days before 
registration, checks will gener- 
ally be waiting at the institu- 
tion for delivery to the veter- 
an upon registration. 

Veterans attending summer 
school should notify the school 
now of their plans for further 
enrollment and request payment 
if desired. Schools with ap- 
proved courses for veterans 
have been notified of the new 
form and procedure. 


Blood Pressure 
Can Determine 
Heart Disease 


Across America, there may 
be more than 11.5 million “hid- 
den cases” of high blood pres- 
sure, a disease that can lead 
to major health complications 
unless properly treated, Dr. Ja- 
mes F. Mraeck, Wetumpka, Pr- 
esident of the Alabama Heart 
Association, said today. 

“We don’t know with any cer- 
tainty how many there are in 
Alabama,” Dr. Mracek said. 
“But studies agree that the dis- 
ease probably affects one in 
every six adults.” He added, 
“it also has been found in chil- 
dren as young as four years 
of age, and it is the major hea- 
Ith problem of black people. 
It is 100 times more prevalent 
than sickle cell anemia, for 
example.” 

Dr. Mracek said that, based 
on national data, there are an 
estimated 23,000,000 Amer- 
icans who have high blood pres- 
sure, often referred to as the 
“silent killer” - silent because 
it produces no set symptoms 
to call.attention to its pres- 
sence. 

“It is estimated that half of 
those who have the disease are 
not even aware of it and may 
not become aware of it until 
some vital organ is damaged,” 
Dr. Mracek said. “We run 
into another probelm with half 
the 23 million who do know. 
Only half of them are receiy- 
ing proper treatment -- or only 
one out of every eight who 
have high blood pressure. 

Unless properly treated, high 
blood pressure can lead to heart 
attack, stroke, or other cardiac 
G. hidney diseases.

this,” Mracek said, “is that the 
disease can be detected easily 
painlessly, and inexpensively, 
and in most cases it can be 
brought under control by treat- 
ment. If we can get that ac- 
ross we're making headway, 
encouragingly, too, at one time, 
it was thought in medical circles 
that only greatly elevated levels 
required treatment. But one 
exciting study had found that 
treating mildly elevated blood 
pressure can determinedly re- 


’ duce the risk of developing ma- 


jor complications.” 

Over a five year period, he 
said, this study showed the risk 
in treated patients was reduced 
from 55% to 18%. The number 
of strokes of all types was only 
one fourth of that found in pa- 
tients who had not received 
treatment; and there was only 
1 severe stroke (fatal or dis- 
abling) for every 12 in the un- 
treated, 

“The message seems clear,” 
Dr. Mracek concluded. “Pro- 
per, early treatment of high 
blood pressure is the best ad- 
vice we now have to guard 
against the major heart and 
blood vessel diseases. Some 
experts believe this could delay 
many of the 200,000 deaths each 
year from stroke, for exam- 
ple.”

Benefits Being 
Paid Residents 
Of Coffee 


Social Security benefits were 
being paid to residents of Cof- 
fee County at a rate of $474, 
000.00 a month at the close 
of 1972, Ted A. Gamble, social 
security manager in Dothan 
said today. 

Of the social security ben- 
eficiaries living in Coffee Coun- 
ty, 2,565 are retired workers 
and their dependents. Another 
1303 are receiving benefits as 
the survivors of workers who 
have died, and 751 are getting 
benefits as disabled workers 
or their dependents. 

Gamble pointed out that al- 
though most social security be- 
neficiaries are older people 
about one out of every four is 
under the age of 60. In Cof- 
fee County, 1,388 people under 
age 60 are collecting social 
security payments each month 
Nearly 763 are under age 18 
receiving payments because 2 
working father or mother has 
died or is getting social secur- 
ity disability or retirement be- 


nefits. Most of the 123 bene- 
ficiaries in Coffee County be- 
tween 18 and 22 years of age 
are getting student’s benefits 
under a provision in the social 
security law permitting the con- 
tinuation of a child’s benefits 
beyond his 18th birthday, and up 
to age 22, if the child is at- 
tending school full time. 

Also in this 18-22 age group 
are some other types of bene- 
ficiaries, illustrating the broad 
family protection that the social 
security program provides 
workers of all ages. Some 
are children retired, disabled 
or deceased workers who will 
probably never be able to work 
and become self supporting. The 
monthly benefits of these young 
people, severely handicapped by 
physical or mental disabilities, 
will continue indefinitely. Be- 
nefits are also payable to the 
mother is the disabled son or 
daughter is in the mother’s 
care, 

Another relatively small but 
significant group of youthful so- 
cial security beneficiaries are 
those who are receiving bene- 
fits as disabled workers. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


PROGRAM AGAINST 
DWI 


“A rigid enforcement pro- 
gram against drinking drivers 
has been credited with causing 
a reduction in rural traffic dea- 
ths for the first six months 
of this year”, Colonel E. C. 
Dothard, Director of the Dep- 
artment of Public Safety, an- 
nounced today. 

The Director said that 4,012 
arrests for Driving While In- 
toxicated were made by troo- 
pers during the January - June 
period, and that traffic deaths 
during that period dropped from 
430 in 1972 to 415 in 1973. 

A month by month breakdown 
on Driving While Intoxicated 
arrests is, 649 in January, 600 
in February, 682 in March, 
679 in April, 639 in May and 
763 in June. 

“This”, he continued, “is gra- 
phic proof that where a rigid 
enforcement program is in ef- 
fect, traffic deaths decrease.” 

The stringent enforcement 
program was implemented last 
December, shortly after Colonel 
Dothard assumed command of 
the State Trooper force. 

“Even though rural traffic 
deaths are on the decrease”, 
the Director said, “we will con- 
tinue to focus our attention on 
drinking and driving violations, 
and will not be satisfied until 
we remove them from the high- 
ways.” ‘ 

The Director further pointed 
out that, “Alabama law provides 
for a six month revocation of 
driving priveledges upon con- 
viction of Driving While Intox- 
icated and”, he said; “without 
exception, we will enforce that 
provision.” 
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Soils that flood frequently can 
be recognised by a lack of or 
very weak profile development 
they have been formed from 
sediments deposited by water.

Soils vary widely in their 
qualities and in there suitabil- 
ity for building purposes, It 
is wise to examine the soil 
carefully before you buy or build 
a house. Some things to look 
for are deep soils more than 
five feet deep, moderately per- 
meable to water, free from 
flooding or high water tables, 
and preferably level to gently 
sloping. Such soils will usu- 
ally support both homes and pl- 
ants. Now during the rainy 
season is a good time to look 
for water problems such as 
wetness, high water table, and 
flooding. 

Many soils in the Coastal 
Plain have highly fluctuating 
water tables that may be near 
the surface during the winter 
and early spring, then drop to 
several feet below the surface 
during the summer and fall. 
Some soils have perched water 
tables above plinthic layers, 
hardpans and clay layers when 
saturated for long periods of 
time which disappear when the 
soil becomes dry. Some receive 
seepage water from higher 
areas. 

Flooding can be dramatic and 
make the headlines when lives 
are lost and thousands of dollars 
worth of property destroyed.

A good label will tell you what 
the finish is and what the fin- 
ish is supposed to be. It also 
tells how the garment should 
be cared for to protect the fin- 
ish and how long the finish sh- 
ould last. 

Some finishes make fabrics 
wrinkle free, others help pre 
vent fabrics from spotting or 
Staining. With the spot and st 
ain resistant ‘inishes you can 
wipe off spills when they happen 
to prevent spots from forming. 

Soil Release finishes are used 
to help make stains wash out 
easily once they are formed 

Frabric used inouter wear -- 
especially raincoats -- can be 
either water repellent or water 
proof. There is a difference 
and as with every garment you 
buy, you should check the label 
to see exactly what qualities 
that particular finish offers 


MEAT SUBSTITUTE 

Dried Beans can be used‘as 
an alternative for meat. They 
are a good source of protein 

Protein from dry beans is 
used more efficiently by the 
body if combined withananimal 
protein. This means that your 
bean dishes should be combined 
with meat, eggs or cheese or 
these items should be served 
in the same meal. In addition 
to being more tasty and attrac- 
tive when served this way, the 
meal will be more nutricious

FOOD PRESERVATION 


BY: KATHY MADDOX 


As people know today, fresh 
foods will not keep very long 
without spoiling. And for that 
reason alone, canning and freez- 
ing are the two main methods 
of food preservation 

In home canning it is very 
important to use only the fresh- 
est and best foods. For fruits 
and yegetables that are either 
too ripe or damaged will not 
improve after they have been 
canned 

When food is being preserv- 
ed always read the directions in 
your recipe carefully and follow 
them. After the food has been 
preserved, label the jars as to 
what they contain and the date 
they were canned 

Cleanliness and speed areof 
the greatest importance in cann- 
ing. The germs that cause food 
to spoil are always present in 
the water, air, and soil. The 
enzymes that cause unpleasant 
changes in the taste, texture, 
and color are always present 
in the raw fruits and vegetables. 
This is why, during the canning 
process, fruits and vegetables 
are heated long enough and hot 
enough to stop the action of en- 
zymes and to kill the spoilage 
organisms. 

Canned vegetables may con- 
tain a poison, even though they 
show no signs of spoilage. To 
avoid this danger, boil the home- 
canned vegetables in a pan over 
direct heat for at least 10 min- 
utes before serving or tasting

In home freezing use only 
the freshest and best foods. 

For successful home free- 
zing, the equipment used must 
be able to hold a steady temper- 
ature of 0 degrees Fahrenheit 
or lower. Most fruits, meats, 
poultry, vegetables, baked foods 
and combination dishes can be 
frozen with good results. 

In labeling the processed 
foods, label them plainly. All 
frozen foods should include the 
name of the food and the date 
packaged. Also when freezing 
meat, fish and poultry, they 
should be labeled with the weight 
and number of servings contain- 
ed in the package. 

When freezing foods, be sure 
to keep the food clean, as well 
as the utensils that are to be 
used. For freezing doesn’t 
make food germ-free. 

When packaging foods that 
are liquid, leave some space 
in the container. For liquid 
expands as it freezes and needs 
more room. 

Once a package of food has 
been frozen, it should be kept 
frozen, until it is ready to be 
used. Food that has been thaw- 
ed out at room temperature 
should be cooked as soon as it 
has defrosted to avoid spoilage. 
Except for bread, plain cakes, 
and rolls thawed frozen foods 
should never be refrozen for 
harmful bacteria can start to 
grow while the food is thawing.

I attended the annual meet- 
ing of the Wiregrass Produc- 
tion Credit Association Thurs- 
day. Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries Pete Gilmer 
was the principal speaker. 
Commissioner Gilmer point- 
ed out that on Wednesday of 
last week personnel in his of- 
fice apprehended some indivi- 
duals who had stolen 40 head 
of cattle in Montgomery and had 
transported them to Athens in 
Nother Alabama. In addition to 
this, they had penned 100 other 
head of cattle (the man’s entire 
herd) and were just simply wait- 
ing on other trucks to come to 
be loaded. 

I understand that the owner 
of these cattle was in the ser- 
vice and perhaps his wife was 
on vacation when this theft oc- 
curred. This type of thing may 
increase with both cattle and 
hogs as the value increases, 
Gilmer strongly recommends 
that individuals brand their cat- 
tle to help cut down on thefts 
and also to identify them in the 
event of theft. Incidentally, the 
cattle stolen were branded. 

If I had cattle and hogs, I 
would begin counting them every 
day or so. Coffee County hog 
producers who have hogs penned 
need to be especially watchful, 
also.

Bob Helms of the Mt. Plea- 
sant community stopped by the 
office for information on con- 
trolling Bahiagrass in Coastal 
Bermuda, Several other peo- 
ple have asked for help on this. 

I contacted Dr. Earl Burns 
at Auburn, and he gave the fol- 
lowing information: (1) There 
is no herbicide presently lab- 
eled for use on the Coastal 
Bermuda that will remove Ba- 
hiagrass. (2) Some people are 


trying to use MSMA and DSMA 
to kill the Bahia in Coastal 
Bermuda, There is no toler- 
ance established for residues of 
these products in hay. They 
are arsenic compounds and their 
use on hay crops is strictly 
illegal. Any person who uses 
DSMA or MSMA runs the risk 
of having his cattle rejected 
by the packer if these arsenic 
compounds are found in the 
meat. 

We are sending more com- 
plete information on this to all 
of the cattle producers in the 
county so that they will know 
more about this problem. 


FIRE ANT POISON 

For a number of months 
we have been able to cupply 
one-pound packages of Mirex 
fire ant bait to people request- 
ing it. We have been out of 
this material for about two mon- 
ths. Just recently | wrote to 


a: 


the State Department of Agric- 
ulture and Industries in Mont- 
gomery requesting § several 
hundred packages ofthis mater- 
ial to give to our people. 

I received the following let- 
ter from J. A. Bloch which is 
self-explanatory. We hope to 
be able to start this program 
again in October. I am quoting 
from his letter: “This is to in- 
form you that our present funds 
do not allow us to continue this 
pound-package program this 
year. However, with new ap- 
propriations, we feel that we 
may be able to continue the pro- 
gram, New appropriations 
should be available starting Oct- 
ober 1, 1973.” 


estate planning 

We have had several re- 
quests for information on farm 
taxes, estate planning and other 
information on farm manage- 
ment We are making tenta- 
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tive plans with Glen Spivey, 
agribusiness director atthe En- 
terprise State Junior Coll- 
ege, for a shortcourse to be 
held perhaps in January and 
February covering these impor- 
tant subjects. We would an- 
ticipate using members of the 
Enterprise State Junior College 
staff and also our farm mana- 
gement specialist from the Ex- 
tension Service at Auburn. 

A lot of educational work 
needs to be done in this area 
of farm management, estate pl- 
anning and taxes. We may be 
weaker in this phase of our farm 
business than any other. Our 
farm management staff at Au- 
burn conducted a similar meet- 
ing in Geneva County last year. 
County Agent Robert Reynolds 
reported a very successful 
meeting. I am sure our farm- 
ers in Coffee County would be 
equally appreciative of this type 
program,

Visitors to the nation’s capital 
can gaze upon the original United 
States Constitution, painstakingly 
preserved in a helium-sealed glass 
case in the National Archives 
Building. 

But you don’t have to travel all 
the way to Washington to “see” 
the Constitution. Just step into 
your local courtroom on Law 
Day, May 1, or any other day 
for that matter, and you can 
watch the Constitution in living 
action, Nowhere are its durable 
doctrines more plainly on display 
than in ordinary court proceed- 
ings. 


For example: 

In the “open door” policy you 
cin recognize the Sixth Amend- 
ment in operation, guaranteeing 
{o every accused person a public 
trial, 

In the careful spelling out of 
accusations you can see Article 
One, Section Nine at work, guard- 
ing — through habeas corpus — 
against the holding of any pris- 
oner without clear and specific 
charges. 

In the jury box you can see 
the embodiment of the Seventh 
Amendment. 

And as testimony is given, the 
Fourth Amendment is screening 
out evidence obtained by unfair 
methods; the Fifth Amendment is 
shielding the accused from hay- 
ing to testify against-himself; and 
the Sixth Amendment is giving 
him the opportunity to confront 
his accusers and ask them ques- 
tions, ° 
Meanwhile, on behalf of the 
community at large, the law’s 
wheels turn, carrying out the Pre- 
amble’s call to “establish justice” 
and “insure domestic tranquility.” 

One who foregoes a visit to the 
courtroom because he fears the 
proceedings are too complicated 
is missing a basic point: it is the 
simple elements, these constitu- 
tional ABC’s, that are most im- 
portant in a system of justice. 

Perhaps this is what Justice Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes had in mind 
when he said: 

“We need education in the ob- 
vious more than investigation of 
the obscure.”

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COFFEE COUNTY SOIL SURVEY 


By: Childs & Harris 


More than one farmer has 
bought or leased additional land, 
only, to find out that the land 
was too clayey or wet to grow 
the crops he had planned, or 
that it was so Sandy that, only 
a few days without rain would 
Seriously damage his crops. No- 
thing, is more disappointing than 
to move into a new home and 
then find out a couple of weeks 
later that the wet spot in the 
backyard is being caused by the 
Septic tank which has been plac- 
ed in soil which prevents the 
liquid wastes from soaking in, 
Not only, is the wet spot going 
to stay there, but quite possib- 
ly, it will get worse, Or, how 
about the new homeowner who 
had to wade through water to 
get to his car, after a heavy 
rain, That's a bad way to find 
out that you bought a house 
in the middle of a flood plain 
and can expect the same thing 
each time a heavy rain comes. 
Then, there was the real estate 
dealer who subdivided a parcel 


ASSIFIED 
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of land; surveyed off the lots; 
built the streets; and then found 
out that due to the soil being 


unstable, the foundations forthe 
houses he had planned would be 
SO expensive, that the total price 
o f the completed Houses would 
be well above what the market 
would stand 

The pointlam making, is that 
very few of us are concerned 
with more than the surface of 
our land. We choose a house 
site because of the location or 
beauty of the surroundings, but 
the only consideration wegiveto 
the land is what Style of house 
will look best on the particu- 
lar slope or terrain. We tend 
to assume that a sewage dis- 
posal system will work just fine 
in any convenient location. Even 
farmers, who are much more 
concerned with the soil, often 
think all the land within an area 
will behave and yield the same. 

At the present time, a soil 
survey is being conducted in Co- 


ffee County by the Soil Conser- 
vation Service, in cooperation 
with the Coffee County Soil and 
Water Conservation District. A 
Soil survey consists of maps 
showing the different soil series 
found within an area and de- 
tailed descriptions of these soils 
as well as their properties and 
capabilities. A soil series is a 
group of like soils with appear- 
ance and characteristics which 
fall within a narrowly definea 
range. Through field observa- 
tions, research, and past exper- 
ience the behavior of these soils 
under varying conditions and 
uses can be accurately predict- 
ed. Such things as expected 
yields of various crops, suit- 
ability for septic tanks, building 
foundations, locations of roads, 
pond reservoirs, playgrounds, 
parks, or other recreational 
uses can be predicted for each 
soil. These predictions are ex- 
tremely useful tools to have at 
hand when selecting a housesite, 
highway location, pond site, or 


when consideration is being giv- 
en to purchasing or leasing 
additional land togrow crops on. 

Hopefully, withthe informa- 
tion provided by this soil sur- 
vey, misuse of land such as was 
pointed out earlier will not be 
seen in Coffee County. Although, 
the soil survey will not be com- 
pleted in Coffee County for some 
time, the information that has 
been collected and the areas 
that have been mapped are 
available to anyone having need 
of it, simply, by contacting the 
Soil Conservation Service, loca- 
ted in the Coffee County Agri- 
cultural Center, at New Brock- 
ton.

MEDICAL RECORDS 


Nell Lawford heads this de- 
partment, and with the help of 
Pat Sharpless and Debbie Pope, 
maintains a record onevery pa- 
tient that comes into Elba Gen- 
eral.

“Why does it cost so much to 
go to the hospital?”, many peo 
ple ask. First of all, the hos- 
pital is open around the clock, 
utilizing three shifts of empl- 
oyees. It must be ready for ser- 
vice and emergencies any hour 
of the day or night, and has to 
provide the ncessary treat- 
ment, equipment and food; and 
personnel to administer these 
aids to recovery. About 70 
percent of your hospital bill, 
therefore, goes into the sala- 
ries of the hospital staff; the 
remainder goes for equipment 
and supplies.

Personnel in this department 
provide physical and emotional 
care for the patients, and carry 
out the treatment prescribed by 
the. physician. 

The Nursing Service depart- 
ment manages over 50% of all 
hospital personnel and is ap- 
portioned over 50% of the hos- 
pital budget. 

There are registered profes- 
sional nurses available for all 
patients on a 24-hour a day bas- 
is, seven days a week. 

Mrs. Evelyn Duncan is the 
Director of Nursing at Elba 
General.

The X-Ray Department is st- 


vaffed by Terry Stiff, Radiology 


Technician; George Keltner, X- 
Ray Technician; and Lamar Sas- 
ser and Karen Jordan, DO stu- 
dents from Elba High School. 
Terry received two years of 
training at the Radiological 
Technology School at St. Mar- 
garet’s Hospital in Montgomery; 
Mr. Keltner has been with Elba 
General since its inception. 
Larry and Karen take X-Rays, 
but with Terry’s supervision. 


“T enjoy it,” says Karen, “and > 


I intend to study in this field 
after high school.” The same 
desire was expressed by Lar- 
ry, and his plans include col- 
lege along these lines also. 

Terry’s day begins at 4:00 
a.m. and ends at 12:00 Noon, 
and he is on call every other 
week, alternating with Mr. Kelt- 
ner. 

Any one of these personnel 
taking X-Rays must wear the 
heavy lead apron and gloves, 
to prevent intake of radiation. 
The apron is black and white 


checked and weighs about 10 
Ibs. The gloves weigh nearly 
2 pounds. All the walls of the 
rooms in the X-Ray Department 
are lined with lead, including 
those of the two bathrooms. 

A small paned window, of 
leaded glass, protects the tech- 
nicians as they snap the X-ray 
pictures. 

One room is equipped with 
a huge machine for diagnostic 
work, such as chest and abdo- 
men X-rays; then thereisasm- 
aller room, containing machin- 
ery and supplies for developing 
the film. Huge 30-gallon vats 
hold fixer and developer; these 
have to be refilled one or two 
times a week, depending on 
the number of X-rays taken. 
An average of 106 patients per 
week are X-rayed at Elba Gen- 
eral. 

Film to be developed is fed 
into one side of the machine 
and emerges out the other side, 
into another room, much like a 
vending machine works. Here

Mrs. Reba Johnson is the 
Technician for these two de- 
partments. Wayne Windham, a 
pre-med student from Elba, also 
works with her; and when sur- 
gery is scheduled, Mrs. Cor- 
inne Wilkerson comes in. Th- 
ese employees are on call 22 
out of 28 hours. 

Their job is to provide ste- 
rile supplies - packs, basin 
sets, solutions, instrument sets, 
emergency room trays - for 
the hospital and Nursing Home. 
Sterilization is carried out in a 
big machine called the “auto- 
clave”; and the length of time 
an item stays in depends on 
what is being sterilized. 

Mrs. Johnson and her depart- 
ment also furnish sterile to- 
wels, cotton balls,sponges, etc.; 
and sterile supplies for the de- 
livery room. 

“Of course there are many 
disposable items that are al- 
ready sterilized whenthey come 


in,” says Mrs. Johnson. 

In the one operating room at 
Elba General there are large, 
imposing machines for various 
uses in surgery. On hand for 
major surgery are the surgeon, 
assistant surgeon, anesthetist, 
instrument nurse and circulat- 
ing nurse; for minor surgery, 
all the team is necessary ex- 
cept the assistant surgeon. 

The anesthetist is Mrs. Eve- 
lyn Bookout. 

“We have more minor sur- 
gery than major,” says Mrs. 
Johnson, “and this hospital is 
‘limited to general surgery. Pa- 
tients needing specialized sur- 
gery are referred to other hos- 
pitals.” 

The number of major and 
minor surgery patients for the 
first six months of this year 
is as follows: January - 24; 
February - 20; March - 35; 


. April - 25; May - 32; June-32. 


the finished X-ray is clamped 
in front of a strong light to 
be read. Copies of the re- 
sults are then furnished to the 
appropriate personnel, record 
is entered into a log book, and 
the X-Ray is filed by name and 
number, ready to be pulled at 
a moment’s notice. 

Still another room houses a 
large Flouroscopy and Diagnos- 
tic X-Ray machine which has 
been at the hospital about five 
years; and another small out- 


fit which is used for kidney 


tests, IVP’s and Chest X-Ray. 
Dr. Dudley Terrell, radio- 
logist from Opp, comes in and 
reads the Flouroscopy film. 
With the use of this machine, 
the technician can “look right 
into a person” and of course, 
take a picture of what he sees. 
A: portable X-ray is also av- 
ailable in this department, wh- 
ereby personnel may “go to the 
patient when he cannot come to 
them.” There are only a few 
X-ray functions that cannot be 
performed on this machine.

Terry received two years of 
training at the Radiological 
Technology School at St. Mar- 
garet’s Hospital in Montgomery; 
Mr. Keltner has been with Elba 
General since its inception. 
Larry and Karen take X-Rays, 
but with Terry’s supervision. 
“T enjoy it,” says Karen, “and 
I intend to study in this field 
after high school.” The same 
desire was expressed by Lar- 
ry, and his plans include col- 
lege along these lines also. 
Terry’s day begins at 4:00 
a.m. and ends at 12:00 Noon, 
and he is on call every other 
week, alternating with Mr. Kelt- 
ner. : 
Any one of these personnel 
taking X-Rays must wear the 
heavy lead apron and gloves, 
to prevent intake of. radiation. 
The apron is black and white 


checked and weighs about 10 
Ibs. The gloves weigh nearly 
2 pounds. All the walls of the 
rooms in the X-Ray Department 
are lined with lead, including 
those of the two bathrooms. 

A small paned window, of 
leaded glass, protects the tech- 
nicians as they snap the X-ray 
pictures. 

One room is equipped with 
a huge machine for diagnostic 
work, such as chest and abdo- 
men X-rays; then thereisasm- 
aller room, containing machin- 
ery and supplies for developing 


the film. Aner 30-gallon vats 
hold fixer and developer; these 


have to be refilled one or two 
times a week, depending on 
the number of X-rays taken. 
An average of 106 patients per 
week are X-rayed at Elba Gen- 
eral. 

Film to be developed is fed 
into one side of the machine 
and emerges out the other side, 
into another room, much like a 
vending machine works. Here

Mrs. Reba Johnson is the 
Technician for these two de- 
partments. Wayne Windham, a 
pre-med student from Elba, also 
works with her; and when sur- 
gery is scheduled, Mrs. Cor- 
inne Wilkerson comes in. Th- 
ese employees are on call 22 
out of 28 hours. 

Their job is to provide ste- 
rile supplies - packs, basin 
sets, solutions, instrument sets, 
emergency room trays - for 
the hospital and Nursing Home. 
Sterilization is carried out ina 
big machine called the “auto- 
clave”; and the length of time 
an item stays in depends on 
what is being sterilized. 

Mrs. Johnson and her depart- 
ment also furnish sterile to- 
wels, cotton balls,sponges, etc.; 
and sterile supplies for the de- 
livery room. 

“Of course there are many 
disposable items that are al- 
ready sterilized whenthey come

In the one operating room at 
Elba General there are large, 
imposing machines for various 
uses in surgery. On hand for 
major surgery are the surgeon, 
assistant surgeon, anesthetist, 
instrument nurse and circulat- 
ing nurse; for minor surgery, 
all the team is necessary ex- 
cept the assistant surgeon. 

The anesthetist is Mrs. Eve- 
lyn Bookout. 

“We have more minor sur- 
gery than major,” says Mrs. 
Johnson, “and this hospital is 
‘limited to general surgery. Pa- 
tients needing specialized sur- 
gery are referred to other hos- 
pitals.” 

The number of major and 
minor surgery patients for the 
first six months of this year 
is as follows: January - 24;

the finished X-ray is clamped 
in front of a strong light to 
be read. Copies of the re- 
sults are then furnished to the 
appropriate personnel, record 
is entered into a log book, and 
the X-Ray is filed by name and 
number, ready to be pulled at 
a moment’s notice. 

Still another room houses a 
large Flouroscopy and Diagnos- 
tic X-Ray machine which has 
been at the hospital about five 
years; and another small out- 
fit which is used for kidney 
tests, IVP’s and Chest X-Ray. 

Dr. Dudley Terrell, radio- 
logist from Opp, comes in and 
reads the Flouroscopy film. 
With the use of this machine, 
the technician can “look right 
into a person” and of course, 
take a picture of what he sees. 

A: portable X-ray is also av- 
ailable in this department, wh- 
ereby personnel may “go to the 
patient when he cannot come to 
them.” There are only a few 
X-ray functions that cannot be 
performed on this machine.

On the “Hotel Parallel” attitude 
of many people: 

Mr. Benton: “These are the 
facts: In a 1,000-room hotel, 
a staff of about 1,000 people is 
required (assuming 100% occu- 
pancy) - a ratio of about one 
hotel employee per guest. Ina 
hospital, the necessary ratio is 
almost three hospital employees 
to one patient.”

Some other notes from Mr. Ben- 
ton: 

“Between 1957 and 1972, the 
average patient’s stay in the 
hospital declined from 12 days 
to slightly .under 7. But this 
necessitates that services must 
be performed ina shorter per- 
iod of time, causing expansion 
of the hospital, causing costs to 
rise... 


“A hospital bed cost $100 in 
1947 - now,an improved, elec- 
trically operated bed costs 
$560.

The four employees of the 
Laboratory are responsible for 
all blood work that is done on 
patients. Chief Technologist 
Ralph Sharpless, Lab Techno- 
logists Nancy Barney and Mike 
Johnson; and DO Student, Mike 
Bush, do blood counts, cross 
matches, study red and white 
cells to determine low blood, 
etc. 

Mr. Sharpless and his wife, 
Pat, only recently came to El- 
ba from Hartselle, Alabama; 
Pat works in Medical Records. 

A new semi-automated ch- 
emistry machine enables the 
Lab personnel to do certain 
blood analyses in a short time. 
This piece of equipment cost 
$8,000. 

The Lab is also responsible 
for the maintenance of the blood 
bank - the storage of blood col- 
lected by the Red Cross. They 
normally have about halfa dozen 
units (pints) on hand - depending 
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on the donations of blood through 
the Bloodmobile. If the supply 
is low, or no matching type of 
blood is available in the bank, 
and an emergency comes up, 
then Mr. Sharpless and his st- 
aff get on the phone to try and 
locate someone with the same 
type blood as the patient. (Th- 
ese workers are on call at all 
times). 

Another help for heart pat- 


‘ients in the Lab is the ECG 


machine. This makes it pos- 
sible for the lab crew to run 
an ECG on a patient in Elba 
General, and by means of a 
telephone hook-up to Chicago, 
have a written interpretation 
via a receiving machine within 
ten minutes. This modern eq- 
uipment cost $10,000. 

Other areas of the Lab in- 
clude Bacteriology, Serology, 
Urinalysis. In the words of Mr. 
Sharpless, the goal of the lab 
is “speed and accuracy.” 


DIETARY 


The function of this depart- 
ment is to provide the best 
possible food at a reasonable 
cost. Carrying out this re- 
sponsibility for meals and all 
kitchen business for the hos- 
pital and Nursing Home is Mrs. 
Mary R. Hutchison, She and 
thirteen helpers plan and pre- 
pare 170 meals per day. (Th- 
ese meals include members of 
the two staffs also. This adds up 
to over 51,000 meals ina year’s 
time. 

Before the hospital opened in 
1963, Mrs. Hutchison worked at 
City Hall interviewing people to 
work in the kitchen, Mrs, Van- 
dety Danford, who recently re- 
tired, worked inthis department 
the full 10 years also, 

Special diets are part of Mrs. 
Hutchison’s work, too, 

Does she get many of the st- 
andard complaints of “that hos- 
pital food”? “Some, but not 
many,” she says. “Most peo- 
ple appreciate it. I’ve had peo- 
ple to say our food was better 
than in any hospital they knew.” 

Hospital personnel believe 
that good food is important inthe 
treatinent of the patient and that 
it is a part of his total care. 
They work under the scientifi- 
cally proven fact that adequate 
nutrition hastens the recovery 
of patients. 

Most food comes from local 
suppliers. “We get metas, ch- 
eeses, jellies, etc. from Elba 
Packing; staples and No. 10 
cans of foodstuff from Sam 
Sawyer; and ’a little bit of ev- 
erything’ from Big Bear,” says 
Mrs. Hutchison. “Some of our 
milk comes from here, and 
some from Dothan and En- 
terprise.” 

All kitchen clean-up is under 
Mrs. Hutchison’s supervision.

Notes on the Hospital Scene in 


General, as compiled by the 
Alabama Hospital Association 


Today a hospital room costs 
$75 a day in many places. (But 
not at Elba General.) These 
are the days, tho, when only 
one of a hundred will die after 
major surgery, one out of th- 
ree cancer victims can be sav- 
ed, 95% of America’s babies 
are born in hospitals with a 
healthier start in life and the 
prospect of living to be 70 or 
more; pneumonia, whooping 
cough, scarlet fever and polio, 
where they occur at all, are 
rarely fatal. 

Today you get life-saving eq- 
uipment that didn’t exist in the 
“good old days” when a hospi- 
tal room cost only $9.50 a 
day; such as an auto analyzer, 
a computerized automated lab- 
oratory that provides a chemis- 
try profile of twelve different 
laboratory tests all at once, 
using a small amount of bl-

ood. These twelve tests help 
a physician diagnose better and 
faster diseases ofthe liver, kid- 
ney and heart. Price tag - 
$30,000. Or X-ray equipment - 
when you go to a hospital for 
X-ray diagnosis or abdominal 
pains, you don’t want the deci- 
sion to operate made on a piece 
of equipment that cost $5,000 
when it was purchased 25 years 
ago. You want it made on the 
most modern X-ray equipment 
on the market that costs $50,000 
and up-to-date. An artificial 
kidney machine costs $7,000 - 
$10,000 per bed; a coronary care 
unit costs $10,000 - $20,000 a 
bed. 

Only Alabama’s major med- 
ical centers can justify the pur- 
chase of all the latest scienti- 
fic equipment, so today hospi- 
tals are sharing this equipment 
more and more. But greater 
than equipment costs are people 
costs. When you are a patient 
today, you are served by more 
and better trained people - bet- 
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ter paid people. Hospital wages 
and salaries are now competi- 
tive with those of jobs requir- 
ing similar ability in govern- 
ment and business. But this’ 
competition causes hospital 
costs to go up as wages in in- 
dustry go up. 

Many hospitals use compu- 
ters as extensively as possible 
for programs such as payroll, 
billing, accounting, inventory 
control, medical records, cost 
accounting, etc. 

Another area of economy in 
hospitals today is specializa- 
tion. Nurses now are better 
trained, more highly skilled. 


Also, there are a lot of sm- 
aller improvements in hospi- 
tals that individually don’t save 
much but collectively amount to 
huge savings. Electrically ope- 
rated hospital beds for example, 
allow a patient to adjust his own 
bed by pushing a button, saving 
a nurse or assistant three or 
four minutes.

Mon- 
day of this week he reported 
to The Elba Clipper that we 
should put a picture of the 
bananas in the paper and agr- 
eed to pose with them if we 
would be sure we used it on 
the front page. 


Bananas are native of Af- 
rica but are now widely gr- 
own in other tropical areas. 
In this area it is very unus- 
ual for the plant to actually 
produce any fruit because of 
the cold snaps common to the 


area during the winter months, 

The banana plant has a st- 
alk with little or no woody 
tissue and dies down to the 
roots in winter. Some peo- 
ple wrap the plant or other- 
wise attempt to protect it fr- 
om the cold in efforts to pro- 
duce fruit but often even this 
is unsuccessful with the ten- 
der banana plant. The cou- 
rthouse plant had no protec- 
tion of this kind and in spite 
of the heavy snow this year 
is producing one stalk of ba- 
nanas. 

A close look at the stalk of 
bananas will disclose that con- 
trary to the way they hang in 
a fruit stand, the bananas grow 
a fruit stand, the bananas 
grow upward from the stalk.
